Organization was ftig counterpart of Hitler 
Youth movement said to have been sponsored f in ancia l ly and ideologically 
by Germans* Then associated (after fleeing from Bulgaria) with TSANK0V»s government 
in exile In Vienna*

Agrarian Assoc* 43-44| and under "politidal affilitations" he wrote Bulgarian 
Antl-Consmist Legion 1930-37; "no party member 0 , 37^2; secy general of Bulgarian 
Agrarian Assoc. 43-44; (foil info not on iamigration farm: CIC Sals burg & Hinich 
46-si7; CIC and University of Heidelberg, 1948; Information Service of American 
Occupation Forces, Germany 48-50. 


WHO'S WHO of Bulgaria for 1944 lists DOCHEV as Chief of Department of Oral and 
Practical Propaganda at National Propaganda Directorate. "Farmer fascist youth 
leader a«d organized of Nazi students even before the war." This last statement 
found in list of Bulgarian Nazis reported in Austria and Germany in August 45* 
Associated with Alexander TSANKCV, extreme rightist^ leader of pro-Germany govt 
In exile set up in Vienna*
